2. Claims 1 ,2,8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Arimilli (US PAT. 5,757,801 , of the record). 

Arimilli discloses a data multiplexing network comprising a first node having a 
multiplexer for multiplexing a plurality of source signals into a multiplex signal, the first 
node comprises transmission means for transmitting the multiplex signal to a second 
node, the second node comprises a demultiplexing the multiplex signal into the source 
signals, characterized in that the multiplexer is arranged for introducing a variable length 
auxiliary signal into the multiplex signal, the length of the variable length auxiliary signal 
being dependent on an aggregate rate of the source signals to be transmitted (col. 2, 
line 47-COI.3, line 22; col. 28, line 30- col. 30, line 45) as in claims 1 ,8,1 0,1 1 ; the 
auxiliary signal comprises a predetermines symbol sequence (lines 43-53, col. 29) as in 
claim2; receiver node comprising a demultiplexer for demultiplexing a multiplexing 
signal into a plurality of source signals, characterized in that the demultiplexer is further 
arranged for extracting from the multiplex signal a variable length auxiliary signal, the 
length of the variable length auxiliary signal being dependent on an aggregate rate of 
the source signals in the multiplex signal (it is noted that the demultiplexing must be 
done to recover the data) as in claim 9. 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Arimilli. 

Arimilli disclose all the calimed subject matter as described in previous paragraph 
except the length of variable length auxiliary signal can assume the value of zero if a 
data field of the variable length auxiliary signal comprises a predefined length. However, 
the length of variable length auxiliary signal can assume the value of zero would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art since if there is no space to accommodate the low 
priority data, the value of the low priority (auxiliary data) assume to be zero in that 
specific packet. 

5. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-;^,8-IJ have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
